This County Got Projects 


Early, Engineer Tells 


Kiwanis 


Projects in Hempstead coun- 
ty totallinr about $115,000 
have been approved and funds 
allocated by the office of C. 
W. Dyess, state administrator 
of CWA, R. B. Stanford told 
the Kiwanis club Friday 
night. 


Stanford is engineering supervisor of 


CWA work in Hempstead county. Hit• 
talk was a feature of the weekly club* 
luncheon. Several other projects h»v« 
not yet been approved, but are expect* 
ed dally. 


How Hempstead came to be among 


the first Arkansas counties to let 
men to working on CWA project*, and 
among the first to get the full quota 
on payrolls, was revealed in Stanford'* 
talk, along with some of the prob. 
lems the local CWA office has hid to 
solve. 
, 


"It is only human to wish to respond 


to the appeal of nearly 5,000 men in 
Hempstead county who want to work," 
Stanford said. "If there are many who 
feel they have fceen discriminated;; y 
against it was only 'the-drop'.of the 
cards, in the rush to get the entire 
quota on the rolls." 


Had to Start at Once 


Stanford told how local CWA of- 


ficials were appointed by Dyess* of- 
fice and were asked to get largo 
numbers of men on Jobs the follow- 
ing morning.' He immediately, as- 
sembled men of his former road- 
building gang here, .when he. 
triA er*2Se?lior the- 
Department, who were out of jobs, 
and placed them in charge of approved 
road-building projects. 


The cost of building the roads by; 


hand may be expensive; but it brings 
permanent jobs for a large number of 
men until February 15, and possibly 
longer, he said. Some of his assistants 
who were once drawing $150 to $200 a 
month are now doing the same work 
for $15 or $16 a week, he said. 


"If we find men who shouldn't be 


on work projects, we take them, off," 
he said, "and take care of those in 
greater need of work. 


Close advisers of President Roose- 


velt had told him red tape was hold- 
ing up expenditures of Public Works 
Administration projects, Stanford told 
the club. They suggested the CWA in 
its present form, giving state super- 
visors the authority to spend money 
and approve work projects. And al- 
ready the national quota of 4 million 
men on jobs has been accomplished. 
Stanford told of being with an en- 
gineer from the U, S. Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads, who approved the project of 
paving the Texarkana.Garland City 
road last May. On account of govern- 
ment red tape, contract for this pro- 
ject was only let last week, nearly sev- 
en months after the engineer's ap- 
proval. 


Efficiency Sacrificed 


"Of course efficiency is being' sac- 


rificed," 
he said. "We were forced 


to make decisions fast, and hope we 
made the right ones. But the idea of 
providing an opportunity to work for 
those in need of it is certainly highly 
commendable. And Hempstead coun- 
ty will have some mighty fine gravel 
roads and bridges; and her schools will 
be placed in splendid condition, along 
vith several other improvements, 


"Of course if men we place can't 
'o tlie job, they arefired, and may not 
*e placed on other projects," Stan- 
n-d said. "But it is wonderful to 


see what splendid jobs almost all of 
these men are 
doing. They were 


anxious to .get the jobs." 


W. S. Atkins, club member, asked 


whether it was the plan to rotate CWA 
jobs, to give all needy cases on re- 
employment lists a part of the work 
allotted. Stanford explained that the 
purpose of the CWA was to provide 
permanent jobs; and to thus restore 
the spirits of men who had been out 
of work, and had had no way of mak- 
ing a fair living. 


However, he explained that when 


one crew had to shut down for ma- 
terials, or rain, or other causes, that 
the same number of men were put to 
work on other projects that day, so 
the same number of men would draw 
pay for that day.

LITTLE ROCK-(/P)-Virtual)y the

One of the most radical changes an- 


nounced, by the National BBsketbnll 
Rules committee provides thnt in nil 
games .played by quarters, the ball 
shrill not be returned to the center nt 
the beginning of each period. The 
esim which has possession of ihe ball 
it the end of the quarter shall be giv- 
n the ball out of bounds at the begin- 
ilng of the following quarter. 


Another new rule allows n player to 


•e-cntcr the game twice during n-eon- 
,est instead of once, ns in 
previous 


years. 


Other changes nre: 
All courts must hnvc n front and 


back'court. On courts 75 feet and over 
(length) there must be a center di- 
vision line. Courts loss "than 75 feet 
must have n 40 feet front court. 


A tie ball shall not be called until 


players have had tin opportunity for 
one "tug" at the ball. 


An out-of-bounds ball 
must be 


handled by the official. 


A slight rewording of the rule con- 


cerning the player getting rid of the 
ball in time when he receives it while 
in rapid motion. 


Any player in the pivot position 


must not hold the ball more than three 
seconds. The new rule refers to anj 
man playing in the position. The ok 
rule referred only to a man standing 
with his back to .the 'basket. 


The ball can be returned to the back 


court only by tho first man receiving 
the ball. 
An offensive player touching 
the 


ball on the edge of the basket shal 
not be deemed to have inlerferrec 
with the ball unless he touches some 
part of the basket.

Corn to Be Used 
for Food Is Taxed 


Processing Levy Applies 


Except Where Fed 


to Animals 


The following information is give 


!for the guidance of processors o 
field corn, by Homer M. Adkins, U 
S. collector of internal revenues: 


On and after November 5, 1933, ther 


is a tax on all field corn processed int 
food for human consumption. No ta 
applies to corn processed .for feed fc 
animals. The rate of tax is five cent , 
.per bushel (of 56 pounds) of corn so 
processed. 
.. 


Corn processed for the farmer for 


his own family use will be exempt 
from the tax, provided an affidavit is 
secured from the farmer by the miller, 
stating that he is the grower of the 
corn nnd that the processed article is 
for his own family use and not for 
sale. 
, . 
„ 
The miller must pay tax on his tolls 


of ground into human food. He does 
not grow the corn. But if he uses his 
toll for feed for animals he owes no 
tax. If a man works for corn by the 
day and has it ground for his family 
he owes the tax because he did not 
grow the corn. 
Some confusion 
exists as to the 


amount of tax. It is five cents for 5b 
pounds of corn. For a while it was 
thought it would 
be twenty cents 


after December 1st, 1933, but author- 
ities at Washington decided to leave 
the tax, for the present at least, at 
five cents per bushel.

Paul In Rome 


Text: Acts 28:11-22, 30, 31 
International Vnltorm Sunday 


Lesson for December IT,

Editor of The CongregatlonaUiit 
TJw ambition to visit Borne had long 


been present, but never fulfilled, in 
tht mind of the much-traveled Paul. 


Rome in a sense was the city of his 


dreams. It was the center of power 
and imperialism, and though Paul had 
pltdfed his life and interest to a high- 
tr kingdom and the empire of his 
dream* was the Empire of Christ, 
nevertheless there was something that 
challenged his interest and imagina- 
tion in this city that had brought the 
whole world beneath its sway. 


Moreover, he was a Roman citizen 


in an era when to be a citizen meant 
to occupy a position of prestige and 
privilege. He had looked forward to 
Visiting Rome some day, and in glow- 
ing words had told of his willingness to 
preach the Gospel in this city of im_ 
perial splendor and power. 


For he was unashamed of the Oos- 


pri, as yet little known and recogniz- 
ed. To him it was the power o{ G°d 
unti salvation, greater even than the 
power of Rome itself. 


And now Paul was journeying to

Rome late in life and a prisoner. Un- 
able to secure justice in Palestine, he 
had made his appeal to Caesar, and 
the Roman governor, who apparently 
was well disposed, but who was dila- 
tory about acting, had been irked by 
Paul's plea. "You have appealed unto 
Caesar," he said. "Unto Caesar you 
shall go." 


The journey to Rome was not with- 


out peril, for the shipwreck, so graph- 
ically described in Chapter 27 of the 
Acts, had meant the loss of the ship 
and the bare escape of sailors, soldiers, 
and passegers with their lives. 


' The company had been compelled 
1 to winter in the island of Melita, and 


now, in the spring, a. ship of Alexan- 
dria, which also had wintered at the 
island, conveyed them safely to Rome. 


It is an interesting 
circumstance, 


considering the 
harsh 
and 
brutal 


treatment that often is accorded pris- 
oners in modern states, and even here 
in democratic America, that 
Paul 


should have had unusual liberty in 
Rome while he was awating trial. 


The process of Roman justice proved 


to be slow, but Paul was permitted to 
live in his own house, although there 
was a soldier guarding him, and two 
whole years, we are 
told, he lived 


thus, receiving all who called upon 
him. 


One can uderstand the unusual op- 


portunity for preaching the Gospel 
that was accorded Paul under these 
circumstances. Instead of this period 
of enforced settlement being a limited 
period of his life, it was in some re- 
spects the time of his greatest and 
most significant activities. 


It was a time, at least, when the 


depth of his religious experience and 
faith found meaning, and in the so. 
called "Epistles of the Imprisonment,'' 
the letters that Paul wrote from Rome 
to the Philipians, tht Ephesians and 
others, we have the very highest de- 
velopment of Paul's conception of the 
Gispel. of the Church, and 
of the 


eternal mission of Christ and his fol- 
lowers in the redemption of the world. 


Thus we see how, as Paul himself 


pointed out. apparent 
misfortunes, 


even bonds and imprisonment, may 
become the means of 
emphasizing 


God's grace and work.
